ed up a record whith New York 
police call “exceptionally good’. 

Last year Major Metz han- 
dled 1,443 new inquiries plus 
519 left-over cases—and locat- 
ed 681. ; 

“It’s a strange thing,” she 
says, “Bit the reason most peo- 
ple give for béing ‘missing’ is 
that they hate to write letters 

so busy with their own af- 
fairs.” 

Major Metz reports that gen- 
erdlly péople follow the same 
system when they seék to dis- 
appear and she uses the same 
sleuth methods and sources re- 
peatedly to find them — tele- 
phone books, postal guides, 
neighbors, neighborhood shops; 
schdols, unioris, ete. 

“But if I think that putting 
the people who dre being search- 
ed for in touch with those who 
are searching for them won’t 
bring happiness, I just don’t do 
it,’ Major Metz concluded.

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TAFT-HARTLEY LABOR BILL PASSES 
OVER PRESIDENT TRUMAN’S VETO 


There is little doubt that the majority of Americans will 
appiaud the passage of the Taft-Hartley labor bill. The pub- 
lic has believed that some form of legislation restricting 
unions to some extent has been needed for a long time. 

The fact that it took a congressional veto to finally put 
the law into the statutes has more political significance than 
economic. More important is the fact that for the first time 
a closed shop will be illegal and suits against unions that 
break contracts will be permitted. Perhaps just as vital to 
the existence of organized labor is granting the govern- 
ment power to block “national calamity” strikes, such as 
the coal or steel industries, during 30 days mediation period. 

’ Other major parts of the labor bill now law are the deny- 

ing of collective bargaining rights to unions having Com- 
munist leadership, the making it an unfair labor practice 
fpr a union to keep non-striking workers from their jobs by 
thass or violent picketing, and the forbidding of “excessive or 
discriminatory” union dues and initiation fees. 
* There are sections of the bill which seem designed S 
help labor itself, not restrict it. The banning of “excessive” 
dues, no doubt, will be welcomed by the rank and file of 
labor as well as the right of a man to work whether his 
union has called a strike or not. Union leaders, hungry for 
Rower and big labor machines that could be turned to po- 
litical advantage, will, of course, oppose it. They couldn't 
afford to do otherwise. 

* Some provisions of the bill will naturally restrict labor, 
even though the language of the act is directed against 
unions and not labor as such. It will tend to remove from 
the hands of organized labor the unity and singleness of 
purpose that has made it such a powerful factor in Ameri- 
can economic life since the days of the New Deal. But that 
was bound to come. The public had tired of repeated 
strikes and labor disturbances and with the war over sought 
sdme semblance of stable economic life.
